An Associated Press survey today 
showed at least two Democratic Sen­ 
ators—W. J. Lone (D-Washington* 
and Maxwell S. Rosenfeld (D-Phila.) 
—are in favor of outright repeal of 
the law permitting the state to fix 
minimum milk prices and making it 
illegal to scil milk for less. 
On the other hand, other law­

“I recommend that it be amended 
by placing reasonable prices to con­ 
sumers under law and not at the 
dis; ret ion cf the beard,” was the 
comment of Rep.

Harrisburg, Dec. 28 (ZP)—The fed­ 
eral government is in a better posi­ 
tion to equalize educational oppor­ 
tunity than either state or local 
sources, says Mabel Studebaker, of 
Erie, president of the National Edu­ 
cation Association. 
The noted educator last night told 
the opening session of the Pennsyl­ 
vania State Education Association 
that the federal government collects 
75 cents of each tax dollar compared 
to the state’s cut of ll cents and 
the local share of 14 cents. 
“We find education In a more 
serious condition now than in the 
depression years,” Miss Studebaker 
said, pointing out that one and one- 
half per cent now goes to schools 
compared with a previous allocation 
of five per cent. 
Meanwhile, the PSEA was sched­ 
uled today to act on a legislative 
program calling for a teacher salary 
boost up to a minimum of $2,400 a 
year. The present minimum is $1,950 
for teachers with non-college certi­ 
ficates. The 1947 Legislature set that
